New York, April 290—T'o prevent 
capture after a vicious attack on 
Miss Anna Kipp, daughter of a bank 
cashier, Clarence Wood, nineteen 
years old, of Rutherford, N.J.,.a ‘small 
town near Paterson, barricaded him- 
self iin the Rutherford Boat Club last 
evening and for five hours fought off 
a posse of police and a deputy sher- 
if.

Port Arthur, April 256.—Supposed to 
be suffering from hallucinations caus- 
ed by an old wound received in a 
South African battle, RobentMurserk, 
a former member of the Black Watch 
Regiment, shot and wounded George 
Bessant at Silver Mountain.

AYLESWORTH IS CRITICISED 


Secretary of Moral Reform Committee 
Gives Interesting Address on Anti- 
Gambling Campaign. 

Sefore the Presbyterian synod at 
its meeting last night Rev. Dr. Shear- 
er, secretary of the ‘Temperance and 
Moral Reform committee of the Pres- 
byterian (Chureh, gave an address in 
which the described the campaign con- 
ducted by the Social and Moral Re- 
form Couneil against race track gamb- 
ling. Dr. Shearer said that the law 
as it stood said that bookmaking was 
legal as long as the bookmaker kept 
moving but that as soon as he stopped 
it was criminal. Pool betting at the 
present time was unlawful. Two years 
and achalf ago it was deeided to ask 
the government to make gambling in 
any form illegal. 

Gamblers driven out from under the 
Stars and Stripes, said Dr, Shearer, 
were welcomed under the Union Jack. 
New York, Florida, Missouri, Ilinois 


and California had all suppressed 
gambling and only about six states 
still allowed. It was felt ‘that the 


government ought to take tthe respon- 
sibility of reforming the criminal code 
but in spite of resolutions passed by 
miany ‘church bodies and representa- 
tions made to the government a year 
passed and nothing was done. Fin- 
ally ‘the government said that a meas- 
ure of the kind wished would nat. be 
entered as a government bill but that 
it would be glad to have such a meas- 
ure introduced as a private member's 
bill, A bill was suggested by the 
Moral and Social Reform Council. It 
wis handed by the Minister of Justice 
yto Mr. H.W. Millar with the promise 
that it would get fair treatment when 
brought before the House. 

The measure was before the House 
for several weeks and aroused a keen 
interest and much discussion through- 
out the country. In the House there 
was keen debate on ‘the second read- 
ing and the bill was finally referred 
to a special committee, ‘the members 
of which were for the most part op- 
posed to the measure, 

Hon. Mr. Aylesworth, the Minister 
of Justice, not only condemned the 
principle of the bill but also the form 
of it. Changes were made in it to 
meet his opinions and then ‘tthe work 
of the committee began. One lawyer 
was there ‘to represent ‘those behind 
the bill. Nine were there to represent 
those interests opposed to the bill, 
These latter contended that racing was 
absolutely necessary to Jhorse-breed- 
ing sand that race track dhecing was 
necessary to horse racing and there- 
fore to horse breeding. Remarkable 
evidence was produced by those, in 
favor of the bill of the loss of pro- 
perty, position and even of life itself, 
produced in an astonishing degree by 
gambling. The bill with some favor- 
able amendments was passed by the 
committee and sent on ito the Honse, 
Then social interests were brought to 
bear. Again the bill was sent to the 
Minister of Justice to see if any al- 
terations were required in its form. 
He found no ground for objection and 
said that it was so framed as to se- 
cure the object of the bill, Later in 
thé House, Mr. Aylesworth had so 
ridiculed not only the bill but also its 
supporters that) Mr. Mallar had ac- 
cused him of hitting below the belt 
and acting dishonestly. 

When the vote was ‘taken it stood 
58 to 77 against ‘the bill. All the 
members of the government voted for 
it with the exception of Hon. A. B. 
Aylesworth and Sir Frederick Borden. 

A modified bill was now before ithe 
House. If passed ‘this bill would 
mean some gains for the anti-gamb- 
lers. It would make unlawful hand 
books on the strects, the work of 
tipsters, and the publication and 
transference of racing tips. In one 
respect it meant a loss for pool gamb- 
ling on the race track would: be 
made lawful. Bookmaking on ‘the race 
track would be legalized.

NO RAKEOFF 


Canada West Construction Company 
was Closely Scrutinized. 


SAME AS GTP. AND CNR. 


Mr. Minty Claimed Privilege in Regard 
to Some Questions Which Were Hot 


Pressed, 
(Special to the Capital) 
Winnipeg, April 2a—G. D. Minty 
was on the stand all this morning 


before the Royal Commission and twas 
subjected to a keen cross-examination 
by Mr. Walsh. A snag was. struck 
Walsh tried to find out some 
of ‘the details of the Canadian Con- 
struction Company. Minty refused to 
answer any questions claiming a soli- 
The point was not 
pressed. The whole organization of 
the Construction company was jsub- 
jected to a close scrutiny and Minty 
vigorously claimed that it was only 
formed like similar companies con- 
nected with the G.T.P. and C.N.R. 
As far as he knew there was no in- 
tention of making $3,000 a mile on the 
construction -of ‘the railroad.

Minty was recalled this morning. 
He ‘said that the minute book of 
the Athabasca Syndicate ‘had been

Mr. Walsh ran into a snag when he 
tried to probe into the question of 
the Canada West Construction (Com- 
pany. Mr. Minty claimed privilege 
and refused ito be drawn ont on ‘the 
subject. Minty knew nothing of ‘the 
profit of $3,000 .a mile on constructing 
the road. He always understood the 
road would cost more than $20,000 a 
mile. “When Mr. Justice Scott sug- 
gested that Faulkner thought ithe road 
would cost only $13,000 a mile, Minty 
said ‘he knew no more of railroad 
building than a new-born babe. Minty 
said he had always understood that 
Cornwall alone was interested tin $100,- 
ooo stock. Mr. Walsh read a letter 
written to H. N. Smith, London, Eng., 
introducing Hawes, in which a plan 
of financing ‘the Athabasca Company 
was outlined. The construction com- 
pany was to get the bond tissue and 
stock. ‘The ‘stock, he thought, would 
he profit, When Mr. Walsh finished 
the letter Minty asked it if was not 
common sense. Mr. Walsh retorted 
that it was a good way to build road 
to cost the builder nothing, a state- 
ment to;which Minty objected. Minty 
first met W. R. Clarke in June, 1908. 

Minty said that Bowen and Clarke 
on their return from the north were 
very enthusiastic.
